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New Day, New Director for RMS Drama

Big shoes to fill? We won't even go there as the 
Rochester Memorial School students prepare for their 
spring play sans their director, Danni Kleiman, who 
retired last year after directing the student actors for 31 
years. But as the students debut their play "A Stranger 
in Camelot" on Friday, May 4, the audience will see that 
it's a new day for RMS, with a new director who shares 
Kleiman's passion for enriching RMS students through 
drama. 

RMS teacher Karen DellaCioppa is no stranger to 
the RMS stage. She had been assisting Kleiman for years 
behind the curtain before she took on the position as 
director of the school's annual spring performance. 

"I've been helping Danni for a long, long time," 
said DellaCioppa during a dress rehearsal on Monday. 
And when Kleiman retired last year, the big question on 
the fate of the spring play was, "Do we let it stop or do we 
keep it going?" 

"I really do believe the students get a lot out 
if it," said DellaCioppa. "To let it go would be doing a 
disservice to them." 

This year's play is an adaptation of Mark Twain's 
1889 novel A Connecticut Yankee in King Arthur's Court, 
altered to fit the contemporary culture of technology and 
the ingenuity of the modern tech-centric mind. 

"I'm not a Shakespeare expert, so I couldn't do a 
Shakespeare play," said DellaCioppa. Shakespeare was

Kleiman's thing. "But I wanted to present something that 
the kids wouldn't know anything about, and I like Mark 
Twain." 

Hunter Bishop plays Hank Morgan, a 2018 RMS 
student who's tech savvy and possesses the spirit of 
an inventor. During an argument with a fellow student 
named Hercules, played by Jack Jones, the two fight over 
how the RMS spring drama should be run and fists start 
swinging. Hercules knocks Hank unconscious and as the 
curtain is lifted. Hank finds that he has been transported 
back in time to 6*^ century Camelot, smack dab in the 
middle of King Arthur's Court. 

Hank, whose arrival is mistaken as an attack by 
a scary dragon, is taken prisoner and sentenced to death 
by King Arthur. But, luckily for Hank, he paid attention 
in history class and recalled that a total eclipse of the 
sun was to occur on that very day. Hank announces 
he is a magician and unless he is freed he will plunge 
the land into darkness.

grounds that he is accepted at court and allowed to go 
into business alongside the king, and he transforms the 
medieval kingdom into a modern-day corporation. He 
is knighted as ''Sir Boss," short for Sir Hank Morgan of 
Rochester, Massachusetts - a place no one at court had 
ever heard of. 

"This one was fun to do," DellaCioppa said. And 
with the school's extensive collection of Shakespearesque 
costumes and sets, the transition from Shakespeare to 
Camelot was a logical one. 

There's also a new element to the play this year - 
live farm animals. 

"In the story, there's a lot of magic," said 
DellaCioppa, and one of the scenes entails a character 
under a spell who mistakes two pigs for two princesses. 
"The kids are really excited because we've never had real 
pigs here," said DellaCioppa. 

And just then, before the student actors entered 
the stage for their rehearsal, out walked Kleiman herself 
from behind the curtain making some last-minute 
arrangements of sets and sound equipment. 

"She offered to step in behind the stage, basically, 
so it's really like a whole role reversal," said DellaCioppa. 
"It's been fun, and I've been sort of relying on her 
expertise." 

Perhaps it's safe to say that 'old' directors never 
retire, they just go behind the scenes. 

The play opens this Friday, May 4, with showtime 
at 7:00 pm in the Rochester Memorial School cafetorium. 
Tickets, available at the door, are $10 for adults and $5 for 
kids. 


For the Love of Trees

Once upon a time, trees were taken for granted 
- ripped from the earth to serve people, to ensure the 
very survival of mankind. Trees were chopped down to 
warm bodies, provide shelter, build railroads, and hold 
goods. They were used to make forms of transportation, 
everything from railroad cars to boats and wagons and 
even early automobiles. Trees became furniture. They 
became the vessel to cradle our deceased remains, slowly 
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rotting into the ground with us. 

In every aspect of what we might deem civilized 
living, trees have played a critical part. But we, the 
masters of ill fate on all forms of living creations, have not 
always been good stewards to the trees. 

In the late 1850s, one J. Sterling Morton moved 
to Nebraska City, Nebraska with his wife. There the 
couple began planting trees, shrubs, and flowers while 
encouraging their neighbors to do the same. Many of 
the pioneering families were immigrants who missed 
their homelands, their forests, the trees. Many people 
in that part of Nebraska began planting trees to provide 
a windbreak that aided in keeping fertile soils in place 
and could be harvested for building materials, as well as 
offering much needed shade from the blistering summer 
sun. 

As a newspaperman, Morton had a platform to 
spread his message about the importance of planting and 
maintaining trees. Fast forwarding to 1989, Arbor Day 
was adopted by all 50 of the United States in America 
and is now celebrated primarily in April. In states with

warmer climates. Arbor Day may be celebrated as early as 
February to take advantage of the best planting season. 

It was the confluence of Morton's passionate 
pleading for tree planting and the realization that trees 
were being brutally taken from the Northeast and 
Northwest without a thought towards conservation or 
mitigation that finally brought about legislation for the 
protection and regulation of this great natural resource - 
our trees. 

Returning to the 21®* century, in our little patch, 
Mattapoisett holds the honorary title of Tree City USA 
by the National Arbor Day Association. We enjoy long 
stretches of rural roadways, some of which are designed 
as "scenic roadways" by the Commonwealth because of 
the vast luscious canopy the trees provide. 

None of that comes without effort and the work 
of volunteers. 

Mattapoisett has a very active municipal Tree 
Committee that works in concert with the Tree Warden, 
Roland Cote.

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Arbor Day 2018 that was celebrated on Friday, April 27 at 
Town Flail, "We are beginning our eleventh year as a Tree 
City and this is our tenth anniversary." 

As Hering, along with Cote and committee 
member Jodi Bauer, flew the Arbor Day Flag above Town 
Hall, she explained that the group would be conducting a 
major tree planting in the fall. 

After the devastating winter storms whose winds 
savaged hundreds of trees in town, Hering said they 
would be selectively planting in the easements along 
roadways. 

"Citizens interested in having a tree planted 
along the edge of their property can contact us, and we'll 
evaluate the site for planting potential," she said. 

Recently, Town Administrator Michael Gagne 
reminded the residents to check in with Town Hall before 
removing any trees or conducting any pruning activity on 
trees along an easement to ensure they don't run afoul of 
the local shade tree bylaw.

Marion's Connection to the 
World's Biggest Windmill

It's quite possible that you've never heard of 
the windmill on Cuttyhunk that was once the largest 
windmill in the world, but it's likely that you've heard 
the names of two of the several young environmentalists, 
engineers, and idealists who built it back in the late 1970s. 

John Rockwell of Marion and former Marion 
resident and Tabor graduate Roger Race were both there 
in Cuttyhunk some 40 years ago, and their labor along 
with the efforts of four other men provided an alternate 
energy source to the island in the midst of the nation's 
energy crisis. And what they did could be considered not 
only revolutionary, but downright subversive in a society 
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once completely dependent on foreign-owned fossil fuels. 

Documentary maker David Vassar captured the 
entire project in the film Generation on the Wind, preserving 
the history of how the island of Cuttyhunk was once 
home to the world's biggest windmill built only with 
limited implements and the basic methods available at the 
time, used by men who were ahead of their time. 

Rockwell was living on the island in 1977, and 
he was acquainted with Allen Spaulding, who was in the 
throes of a plan to build a windmill big enough to power 



the entire island 
that at the time 
relied solely 
on generators 
fueled by diesel, 
something that 
was much more 
expensive on 
Cuttyhunk 
than on the 
mainland. 


"In the movie, I talked about how I went out one 
day to say hello to him and see what he was doing," said 
Rockwell from a boat off the coast of New Jersey on May 
1. Rockwell liked the sound of Spaulding's project and he 
offered to "shimmy up the pole," said Rockwell, "And for, 
I think, fifty cents. I didn't actually think he'd hire me; he 
was just impressed that I would do that. I didn't tell him 
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after that my knees were shaking when I got down." 

The project became a steady paycheck for 
Rockwell, who had no background in high steel work, 
"Which was basically what we did," he said. "I knew 
about rigging," and a lot of what the crew did was simply 
that - hoisting and being hoisted 120 feet in the air to 
build the massive windmill. There wasn't any large-scale 
equipment on the island at the time. 

Construction began in the fall of 1977 and was 
completed in mid-May the following year. "That winter 
was the blizzard of '78, and we were shipped some parts 
and they got lost," Rockwell remembered. And when 
it was finally time to attach the windmill's nose with 
its three 40-foot long blades attached, Rockwell was up 
there suspended at the top of the tower, guiding the nose 
dangling from a crane onto its mounting point to be 
tightened and secured into place. 

"It was sort of scary in retrospect," said Rockwell. 
"It wasn't really that scary when I was doing it." 

Rockwell pointed out a part in the film when he 
was ready to receive the blades from the crane moving 
them toward him, suspended, and there was an audible 
'groaning' sound. Someone asked him, "What's that?" 
Rockwell told him it was nothing, "But it was actually the 
main shackle holding the blades up in the air," he said. 

"It was bending open! And when it clunked into place, it 
'plunked' because the main shackle opened right up - in 
the right place, thank goodness." 

"After that, I realized I could do no wrong," said 
Rockwell. 

It was an interesting time, Rockwell said, and the 
interesting project included a group of equally interesting 
people. A "motorcycle nut" who was a mathematical 
genius created the custom-made computer program that 
controlled the speed of the blades' rotation every tenth of 
a second, "Which was very impressive back then." 

"One guy was a Boston Celtics fan, and he quit 
because we didn't get good TV reception on the island 
and he couldn't watch the games," Rockwell said. "One 
guy, whenever he went up in the air (to work on the 
windmill) he always dropped something, which is the 
only way you can get hurt, by being underneath and 
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having somebody drop something on your head. If you 
fell, you had a thousand things you could grab onto ... 
We called him Mister Drop." 

'Mr. Drop' had a family, though, and wanted 
to make more money. He left the windmill project to go 
work on a nuclear power plant in Virginia, "Which we 
all thought was pretty funny," said Rockwell. "It was an 
interesting time." 

Rockwell was friends with Race, who was 
recovering in Marion from a serious motorcycle crash. 
"He was sort of feeling sorry for himself because it was 
hard for him to get a around..." Rockwell talked Race 
into joining him on Cuttyhunk, and Race joined the 
project and even stayed on for another six or so months 
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for you. Call for additional information, apply in 
person, &/or send resume to: 
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after the windmiirs construction was complete and the 
200 kilowatt wind-powered generator was powering the 
entire island, which it continued to do for eight more 
years. 

Race remembers Rockwell calling him up and 
encouraging him to come up to the island. "I said, 'What 
the heck, Fll recover out there.'" 

The windmill was a great idea, said Race, 
really cutting edge to try to build one of such a size and 
capacity to produce power. And just a few miles away on 
neighboring Block Island, NASA was at the same time 
building its own large-scale wind turbine, "And it was ten 
times as much money," recalled Rockwell. 

"NASA was coming over to see us; we were going 
over to see NASA..." said Race. "Building the world's 
first commercially viable 200 kilowatt generator.... It 
really was a lot of fun." 

"We were all at the top every day, hoisted up," 
said Race. "Yes, there were some near misses," Race 
continued, like when he was on top of the tower and in 
the distance he could see a sudden, strong winter storm 
approaching. "I called down to John, I think, 'Get me 
out of here!' In about ten minutes ... when we got to the 
ground it blew like hell..." 

"But it was all fine at the end of the day, nobody 
got hurt," Race said. "It was wonderful to be out in the 
elements and experience that." 

"I thought it was really cold," is what Rockwell 
said was on his mind pretty much most of the time he 
was up building the windmill. "We were cold, it was 
wintertime, and we were working outside and we were 
really cold, and that's what we were thinking about 
mostly. We were all in our twenties ... and we weren't 
thinking too much about profound earth-shaking things." 

But the boss, Allen Spaulding, was. Rockwell 
said Spaulding thought of the windmill as a work of 
"monumental art." 

"I took that to heart," said Rockwell, "and I 
always thought if I ever built anything. I'd want it to be a 
piece of monumental art like his windmill was." 

Looking back at the experience, Rockwell said 
the lesson he learned was a simple, yet empowering one 
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- ''You can do just about anything, if you think about it." 
Building an 80-foot tower of steel with no gigantic cranes 
using old-fashioned construction techniques - "And when 
we had a problem we just sat down in a circle and we 
figured 'em out. And the windmill produced a lot more 
power than we thought it would." 

As an engineer who does a lot of traveling. Race 
said everywhere he goes - France, Scotland, Canada - "I 
see [wind turbines] everywhere else and I think, wow, we 
were just so far ahead of our time." 

Generation on the Wind was recently digitally re¬ 
mastered and re-released in a theater in Texas on April 
22, and in San Francisco the following day, just in time for 
Earth Day 2018, 40 years later. And, if all goes as planned, 
Netflix will acquire the rights to the film, making it 
available soon to an even wider audience. 

The documentary was nominated for an Academy 
Award for best documentary feature, won the "best 
documentary" blue ribbon at the American Film Festival, 
and won "best documentary" at the San Francisco 
International Film Festival.

Arbor Day has Gone to the Dogwoods

As a Tree City USA, the Town of Rochester 
celebrated its fourth Arbor Day and its new "Growth 
Award" by planting five young dogwood trees at Hillside 
Cemetery. 

Donning a raincoat and umbrella, the Town's 
representative to the Arbor Day Foundation, Rochester 
resident Matt Monteiro, presented the town with its 
five new trees and told the assembled why he chose 
dogwoods for this year's Arbor Day celebration. 

"These five dogwoods were just planted in 
the spirit of Arbor Day by our town's tree warden, Jeff 
Eldridge, as a living acknowledgement of the value 
of trees," said Monteiro, "not only for material and 
environmental reasons, but also for the emotional peace 
and beauty that they provide."

Monteiro found it fitting, he said, that the 
dogwoods should be planted at the Hillside Cemetery 
because of the tree species' particular symbolism and 
history 

"Trees, even specific trees, may mean different 
things to different people," said Monteiro. "To those 
visiting friends and relatives buried here, or even to those 
walking through this serene place, I hope to offer some 
perspectives to consider." 

Trees, said Monteiro, remind us of the connection 
between heaven and Earth with their roots deep in the soil 
and their branches and leaves reaching high towards the 
sun. 

"To some, trees can be a visible reminder of that 
connection," Monteiro said. 

Trees are also a symbol of ancestry, said Monteiro, 
saying, "As people visit the graves of loved ones, often 
they may be thinking of their own ancestry ... their own 
family tree." 

But trees also symbolize uniqueness, Monteiro 
said, pointing to the way saplings look very similar until

they mature, are altered by the environment over time, 
and develop a character all their own through their 
endurance. 

''Their similarity in contrast to their uniqueness 
can remind us of how we are all the same, but also 
different," said Monteiro. 

Trees can be symbols of renewal as well, he said. 
"They are long-lived, strong, and beautiful, but they too 
must eventually die," said Monteiro. "But even so, their 
seeds fall, sprout, and begin anew. A large tree with some 
of its 'children' seedlings nearby can remind us of the 
cycle of renewal. Similarly, a deciduous tree itself appears 
to 'die' each year in autumn, and in spring to be reborn 
with a dramatic burst of color in the forms of green leaves, 
and for some species, a variety of colors for their flowers." 

But as for the dogwood in particular, Monteiro 
talked briefly about its early American history as a native 
species to North America, saying the name evolved from 
"whipple tree" into "'dog tree." 

"Some suggest that the tree was called the 
dogwood because when the wind blows and the branches 
knock together it sounds like a dog barking," said 
Monteiro. "Also, to treat skin conditions like mange in 
dogs, people boiled the wood in water and then washed 
their dogs with that infusion." 

And when dogwoods were covered with blooms, 
they signaled that it was time to plant corn, Monteiro 
added. But the most famous legend comes from the one

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that claims Jesus' cross was made of dogwood, which 
grew in the Jerusalem area during that period, "And it is 
entirely possible that this wood was used," he said. 

"The legend of the tree continues that because it 
was used as part of the cross, God cursed the dogwood to 
be short and twisted so that it could never again be used 
in such a way," said Monteiro. The legend of the dogwood 
tree might also have to do with its flowers, Monteiro said. 
"Typically, the blossoms have two long petals and two 
short petals, forming the shape of the sign of the cross." 

"Whatever symbolism you may find in the 
dogwood, and in trees more generally," said Monteiro, "it 
is easy to find beauty, serenity, and indeed meaning, while 
reflecting on life in a place such as this." 

Rochester was given the "Growth Award" in 
recognition of the Town's higher level of tree care after 
earning ten points this year through innovative projects 
and an increased commitment to caring for trees.

Dickerson handed Jackvony the certificate and 
congratulated him. 

"I appreciate the opportunity to carry on with my 
studies," Jackvony said, "and I think it's important that 
we continue to learn and that we continue to be lifelong 
learners."

Selectman Norm Hills said Smith is a central 
figure in the town and he knows everything there is 
to know about it. "He either knows it or it's not worth 
knowing," said Hills. 

Hills called Smith "an encyclopedia of 
knowledge" of all things Marion, saying his contribution 
as a historian has been a lifelong achievement. 

"I've been a resident almost 83 years, come June," 
said Smith, whose family goes way back - even his great¬ 
grandmother lived in Marion in the same house Smith 
still lives in. 

Smith said people often ask him how he knows so 
much about Marion, and after living there for 83 years, he 
said, "How do you know that? Damn it, I lived it!" 

At the end of the meeting, Dickerson spoke on the 
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occasion of his last selectmen's meeting. 

"It can be a little emotional but I want to thank 
the townspeople for their support over the years," said 
Dickerson, who between time as a selectman in the 1990s 
and now in the more recent years has served a cumulative 
five terms, or 15 years, as a member of the board. 

Dickerson listed a number of different 
departments as exemplary, but singled out two people in 
particular who Dickerson said have made the most impact 
on his time as a selectman - the board's administrative 
assistant Debbie Paiva, "Who kept me at the right 
meetings at the right times," and Town Administrator 
Paul Dawson, whom Dickerson called a "class act" he's 
enjoyed working with, "And you always put the Town of 
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Marion first..." 

Also during the meeting, Dawson reminded 
residents that Monday, May 14, is the Annual Town 
Meeting at 6:45 pm at Sippican School.

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Town Meeting Warrant Preview 

Mattapoisett Finance Committee

As the clock ticks down toward the May 14 
Annual Town Meeting, members of the Mattapoisett 
Finance Committee got a preview of the warrant on April 
25. 

Town Administrator Michael Gagne presented a 
draft of the warrant articles and cautioned the board that 
the numbering sequence might change, but the titles are 
ready to go. 

Articles 1 and 2 on the warrant may generate the 
most interest as voters will be asked to ban recreational 
marijuana retail and commercial establishments in 
Mattapoisett. 

Written with assistance from the law group 
Koppelman & Paige, a citizen's petition sponsored by 
George Randall and supported by the Planning Board, 
the Article 1 Recreational Marijuana Establishment Ban, 
Zoning Bylaw Amendment will ask voters to amend the 
zoning bylaws by adding a new bylaw titled Recreational 
Marijuana Establishments that would ban non-medical 
marijuana establishments including cultivators, testing 
laboratories, manufacturers, retailers, or any other type of 
licensed marijuana related business. 

Article 2 fortifies Article 1 by asking voters to 
amend the Town's General Bylaws in the same manner. 

Article 8 may prove a hot button for some, as

voters will be asked to spend $260,000 for the design, 
engineering, costing, and bidding for a new fire station. 

Fire Chief Andrew Murray has met with both 
the Finance Committee and the Board of Selectmen, 
stating the case that. .Time is of the essence..." since 
the current fire station is inadequate for the demands of 
the 21®* century as well as the health and well being of 
fire suppression personnel. Funding for the study would 
be split as $105,000 from the Tax Levy and $155,000 from 
Free Cash. 

Article 25 Funding To Build A Dog Park comes 
from the Community Preservation Committee that 
received a grant application from Freemin Bauer. When 
Bauer presented his proposal to the Finance Committee, 


he was unable to provide a fully vetted set of expense 
documents to support his request for $75,000 to build the 
park on municipal property. 

Finance Committee Chairman Pat Donoghue 
wasn't convinced it was the right way to spend taxpayers' 
money, saying, "There are places already where you can 
take dogs. I have concerns about the costs." 

The proposed location for the park is on Town 
property located next to the police station. 

Donoghue pointed out, "That is buildable land 
with a value of $370,000." 

"A lot of things in town you have to raise funds 
yourself," Donoghue told Bauer. She also commented 
on her concern for other town properties such as the 
wharves. She wondered at the high cost of a dog park that 
would benefit a small group of people. 

"As a taxpayer. I'm not happy," said Donoghue. 

Regarding ongoing maintenance of a dog park, 
Bauer said that he had a group of volunteers that would 
handle cleaning and associated tasks on the property. But 
Donoghue doubted that would work long-term, stating 
"...volunteers go away after a while." 

Donoghue asked whether such a project would be 
reasonable in a climate where teachers were being cut and 
monies were needed for a new Fire Station. 

But Finance Committee member Kevin Geraghty 
took a different viewpoint. 

"A place for dogs to go isn't a negative," Geraghty 
said. "'Dog parks tend to be self-regulating.... It's a good 
committee benefit... I think it's worthwhile." 

However, turning to Bauer, Geraghty said, "We're 
a financial watchdog. You have to have costs for us. If 
this doesn't infringe on (future) town buildings. I'm 
comfortable with it being on the CPA windshield." He 
said the cost estimates had to be right to avoid a "half- 
done project." 

Gagne said Bauer would return with more 
information and that the CPA had asked that Bauer 
provide a construction timeline before funds would be 
dispersed. 

Other grants on the CPA radar: Article 26, 
$144,900, for building repairs at the former Holy Ghost 
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grounds on Park Street, now a Town-owned property; and 
Article 27, the American Legion Hall, $10,000 to study the 
current state of the building. 

Article 3, Elected Officers' Compensation, 
increases the following salaries: Moderator from $250 
to $260; Board of Selectmen Chairman $4,912 to $5,508; 
Board of Selectmen members $4,424 to $5,020 each; 
Assessors from $4,424 to $5,020; Town Clerk submitted 
a salary up to $60,180 from $59,000; Board of Health 
$550 to $625; the Highway Surveyor is requesting a 
salary of $87,000 up from $81,000; Mattapoisett School 
Committee members (each) $550 to $625; Water/Sewer 
Commissioners from $550 to $625; Tree Warden $8,500 to 
$8,900; and Herring Inspector from $850 to $925. 

Article 4 is to approve the General Operating 
Budget. The fiscal year 2019 general operating budget 
figure is pegged at $26,625,233. The FY18 operating 
budget was $25,692,355, according to Town Accountant 
Heidi Chuckran. 

Article 5 appropriates money for OPEB liabilities, 
and high on Gagne's to-do list is to continue to find ways 
to fund the growing post-employment benefits. For FY19, 
the article is requesting $405,000 from the tax levy, with 
$385,000 earmarked for the Town's OPEB costs, $25,000 
towards Mattapoisett's share of the ORR school liability, 
and to transfer $4,082 from Sewer Retained Earnings 
and $35,066 from Water Retained Earnings towards the 
Water/Sewer Enterprise liability for a total of $444,148.

Article 11, Capital Plan Funding, if passed 
will appropriate $393,600 for such items as: Police 
Officer Bullet Proof Vests ($27,000); Police Station Roof 
Replacement ($41,000); Police Cruisers ($91,000); Highway 
Barn repairs and improvements ($100,000); Elementary 
School Technology Upgrades, ($60,000); Parking lot 
paving/Barstow Street for C.O.A. ($20,000); and a bundle 
of smaller items from various departments ($54,000).

Bituminous Plant Receives Extension 

Rochester Conservation Commission

On May 1, after years of appeals and one last 
review of relevant documents, the owners of the planned 
Kings Highway bituminous plant received an extension 
to an expired Order of Conditions from the Rochester 
Conservation Commission. 

The proposed project is planned for a five-acre 
site on Kings Highway with the regulated area being 
construction of infiltration basins within the 100-foot 
buffer zone. 

Coming before the commission, hopefully for 
one last time, in continuance for a Request for Extension 
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Permit was Stephen Meltzer of Edgewood Development 
Company of Plainville, MA, who said the original 
Order of Conditions expired on March 22. Now with 
the completion of the appeals process, he believed the 
Order of Conditions originally issued in 2011 by the 
Conservation Commission was eligible for the three-year 
extension request. 

Meltzer said that a thorough review of the 
Massachusetts Conservation Commission Association 
handbook supported his contention that the Order of 
Conditions could be upheld because site conditions had 
not changed, no work had begun, and that a lengthy 
appeals process had made forward movement on the 
project impossible. 

''We have a good Order of Conditions. There is 
no need to redo things only to end up in the same place," 
Meltzer told the commission. 

However, in spite of the commission signaling 
their satisfaction with Meltzer's request by asking no 
questions of significance, a group of residents represented 
by Attorney Ben O'Grady continued to maintain that 
the project needed a new Notice of Intent and all that it 
entailed. 

O'Grady argued, as he had on previous occasions, 
that given the years since the Order of Conditions was 
issued, the petitioners needed to start at square one. 

"The Order of Conditions was issued in 2011... 
Something of this magnitude deserves review." He said 
that given that undisturbed woods would become an 
industrial site, the project deserved another look. O'Grady 
also contented that the Massachusetts Environmental 
Policy Act Office had not yet commented on the project, 
and thus the project should not receive an extension. 

Meltzer countered, "They denied review on 
February 28," indicating their review wasn't necessary. 

Chairman Michael Conway asked O'Grady, "Why 
are you here?" Conway said the matter had already been 
adjudicated and that nothing had changed. O'Grady 
responded that because of the development of other 
parcels along the roadway, stormwater runoff may have 
changed. But Conway fired back, "All you are doing is 
speculating."

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Rochester Conservation Agent Laurell Farinon 
spent some time reading from the MACC handbook and 
concluded that much of the material O'Grady was citing 
was part of the Wetlands Protection Act and that nothing 
applied to this case, as she put it. 

Farinon also described some of the stipulations in 
the Order of Conditions, such as an annual groundwater 
monitoring report to evaluate the presence of heavy 
metals and other contaminants, and associated mitigation. 

Of the Order of Conditions, she said, "Honestly, I 
don't think we should change anything." 

A roll call vote initiated by Conway found the 
commission in favor of the three-year extension, with 
Commissioner Chris Post recusing herself from the vote. 

Also coming before the commission was Clean 
Energy Collective for property owned by Michael For and, 
268 Mattapoisett Road, regarding construction of a large- 
scale solar farm. 

A procedural error from the previous meeting 
allowed the hearing to be re-opened. Forand sought and 
received an amended Order of Conditions for minor site 
grading within the 100-foot buffer zone. 

Closing out the public hearings on May 1 was a 
continued NOI filed by Robert and Nancy Barboza for 
property located off Alley Road for the construction of a 
single-family home. The continuation was needed so that 
wetlands flagging could be confirmed and adjustments 
made by Farinon in cooperation with Brian Grady of 
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G.A.R Engineering. The project received a positive Order 
of Conditions. 

The next meeting of the Rochester Conservation 
Commission is scheduled for May 15 at 7:00 pm in the 
Town Hall meeting room. 

Silvershell Beach is Going 'Gaga' 

Marion Conservation Commission

Ever heard of 'gaga ball?' If not, you're not 
alone because neither had the Marion Conservation 
Commission until aspiring Eagle Scout Jackson Saint 
Don on April 25 proposed installing a gaga ball pit at 
Silvershell Beach for his Eagle Scout project. 

"Is Lady Caga gonna come play?" asked 
Conservation Commission Chairman Cynthia Callow. 
"No? Never mind..." 

Saint Don, son of Conservation Commission 
member Kristen Saint Don, said he came up with the 
idea for his Eagle Scout project while at Boy Scout camp 
where he saw his first gaga ball pit. Saint Don said 
he approached Recreation Department Director Jody 
Dickerson and asked if he could make one for Silvershell 
Beach, and Dickerson gave the nod. Saint Don gave a 
Coogle Earth image of the beach and circled in red where 
Dickerson approved the gaga ball pit placement nearer to 
the road. 

"The entire project is pretty simple in the fact that 


it doesn't require many supplies besides wood and corner 
brackets," said Saint Don, "but I found a way to make ... 
recycled plastic drums instead of metal." 

The pit, which will be octagonal and 25 to 30 
feet in diameter, will be constructed of pressure-treated 
wood dug about one inch into the sand. The pit can be 
disassembled and stored should a strong storm approach 
the area; otherwise, the pit would remain at the beach 
year round. 

This concerned commission member Jeffrey 
Doubrava, who worried that perhaps a storm surge could 
send the pit into a neighbor's house and asked if the pit 
should somehow be anchored. And although the project 
would undoubtedly be approved by the commission, said 
Doubrava, "I don't want to be a hard case, but the person 
who was going to put two benches in Sprague's Cove had 
to file a [Request for Determination of Applicability." He 
continued, "If the rules don't apply to everybody, pretty 
soon they don't apply to anybody." 

Walsh said the commission required Susannah 
Davis to file a RDA for the Sprague's Cove benches 
because the commission was unclear as to how many 
and what size benches and where she planned to place 
them. And although Saint Don's project was likely within 
a velocity zone, the gaga ball pit is not a permanent 
structure. Furthermore, Saint Don demonstrated exactly 
what his plan was and where he would place the ball pit, 
Walsh pointed out. 
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''That being said, is this an activity that will 
remove, fill, dredge, or alter the [resource area]?" asked 
Walsh. "I think the argument could be made, 'no.' If the 
design is for a more permanent structure with stakes 
or what-have-you, then you start to get into a potential 
alteration." He continued, "I don't see what filing an RDA 
would accomplish. It doesn't remove, fill, dredge, or alter 
a jurisdictional resource area." 

Still, Doubrava was concerned about consistency 
in policy and advocated for the RDA, and also about the 
potential for damage during a storm. 

"I don't think the first thing that's on people's 
minds if a hurricane is coming is, 'Gotta go get the gaga 
pit,'" said commission member Joel Hartley. 

"I do think that if a hurricane is coming, the 
[Recreation Department] or the DPW is looking to batten 
down the hatches and would be going to all the public 
properties ... whether it's lifeguard stands or benches or 
trash barrels or a gaga pit," argued Walsh. "I'm assuming 
that's probably the practice." 

And to Doubrava's point, Walsh added, one of the 
benches was to be placed right on the water at Sprague's 
Cove, which the commission only found out when Davis 
filed her RDA. 

"I'm not suggesting we apply special rules just 
because it's an Eagle Scout project," said Walsh, "I just 
don't see the utility in requiring an RDA for this type of 
project where it is really no more than ... setting up a tent 
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36 Robinson Rd (Rte 105) Acushnet 
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or some other easily removed structure." 

Callow agreed with Walsh. 

"I think an RDA is excessive, but I think it's a 
good project," Callow said. "Again, Ms. Davis failed 
to tell the commission where she was going to put [the 
benches], how she was going to put them. This is not the 
case. I'm confident that it can be removed in a hurricane 
or a storm." 

The commission did ask Saint Don to contact 
the DPW to inform them of the project and work out any 
concerns from that department. Saint Don will return to 
the Conservation Commission with an update before the 
selectmen's meeting.

Don described it, where players of all ages and in any 
number-sized group can enter the pit and throw the ball 
at players below the knees - but the ball has to hit the 
ground twice. Saint Don said. '"Ga' is Hebrew for 'hit,'" 
said Saint Don, thus the double hit - ga-ga. 

"What's nice about this game is there's no skill 
gap so people of all ages can play," said Saint Don. "I 
figured it would be a nice addition to the town beach for 
the summer camp because I know there's usually a lot of 
kids there and kids of all ages can play." 

"It sounds like a great sport," said Walsh,

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ORR English Offers Trip to England, Scotland

Robert Biehl, English teacher at Old Rochester 
Regional High School, announced a new field trip the 
English Department will offer next April vacation that 
will take students to England and Scotland. 

The Old Rochester Regional School Committee 
approved the proposed trip during its meeting on April 
25. 

Biehl said the tentative dates for the trip are April 
11-20, and the trip will start in London, head up to Bath 
where students will visit William Shakespeare's birthplace 
nearby, then over to Stonehenge and then north to 
Scotland, concluding the trip in the capital of Edinburgh. 

The tour will cost $3,121 per student, with 
payment plans offered by the travel agency and 
fundraising options available as well to offset the cost.

"And Tm hoping to have about 18 to 20 students," said 
Biehl, adding that he has a strong indication that student 
interest in the trip is high. 

And being an English Department trip, plenty of 
educational opportunities such as trips to the theater and 
other historical landmarks incorporating literature will be 
offered. 

School Committee member Heather Burke 
expressed concern over the possibility of missed school 
days should the trip dates change, but ORR High School 
Principal Mike Devoll said, much like the recent trip to 
China, students would not experience a negative impact 
should the trip cause one or two missed days of school. 

"I think one of the benefits of our every other day 
schedule is that if you miss two days, you're only missing 
one day of classes," said Devoll. "And who's going to 
argue with the education value? .. .The teachers have been 
more than flexible and they're excused absences." 

"It sounds like a wonderful trip and a great 
experience," said Assistant Superintendent Elise Frangos. 

In other matters, Frangos said that in her work 
with the Healthy Tri-Town Coalition she has been 
working with some students to develop a school-based 
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public service announcement project. 

PSA posters created by students will be hung 
in restrooms throughout the junior and high schools to 
assist students in getting emotional support for specific 
relationship problems. 

''The students that I'm working with are worried 
about students who maybe experience unhealthy unsafe 
or disrespectful relationships," Frangos said. 

The posters will suggest where students may find 
help either in school or via anonymous hotlines. 

Frangos said Mattapoisett Public Fiealth Nurse 
Amanda Stone also lent her support towards the project, 
and posters should be installed in ORR restrooms in May. 

"It's been a very exciting process in terms of

Tabor's Ahearn Commits to Tennessee 

High School Sports Update

Tabor Academy has had its share of impressive 
left-handed pitchers go on to play Division I college 
baseball this decade. A few years ago, it was P.J. Poulin 
(Marion) who's coming out of the bullpen for UConn and 
posted a 3.39 ERA since he joined the Huskies program 
in 2015. Then there was Jared Shuster, who started 
his career with Wake Forest this season. Now Coach 
Ken Ackerman has Colin Ahearn, who just verbally 
committed to play for the University of Tennessee in the 
nation's best college baseball conference: the Southeastern 
Conference. 

Ahearn is only a sophomore, but he'll be 
competing against historically strong programs, including 
Florida, Vanderbilt, and LSU, among others. Ahearn chose 
Tennessee over three other strong DI schools - Duke, 
Clemson and Wake Forest - all from the Atlantic Coast 
Conference. 

"I thought I had the best connection to their 
staff," Ahearn said. "They're up and coming right now. 
I've talked to their recruiting coach. Coach (Josh) Elander, 
since the fall and felt a good connection. Then I visited 
the school over March break, got to know (Head) Coach 
(Tony) Vitello, the rest of the staff, some players and see 
the campus and really liked it." 

Like Shuster, Ahearn has the opportunity to not 
only pitch, but also play the outfield in college. Though 
Shuster elected to just pitch after trying to do both in the 
fall, Ahearn has a few years before he'll have to make a 
definitive decision, or decides to stick with both. 

But Ahearn's upside on the mound may force 
him to just pitch, given he's sitting 84-86 and touching 
87, which is right around where average DI left-handed 
pitchers sit. 

Reflecting back on a decision he made less than 
two years ago, which is odd for the average teenager, 
Ahearn knows that electing to go to Tabor Academy was 
one of the most important decisions he's made. Not only 
did it give him experience away from home, though only 
a short drive away to Lakeville, but it allowed him to 
face a level of competition that forced him to constantly 
improve. 

"It's been a different experience for me, living 
away from home," Ahearn said. "Playing for the baseball 
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team has definitely been huge for me. Allowed me to play 
at the next level and pitch against the best teams in New 
England, which has really helped in my development." 

Through five starts this year, Ahearn has a 3.65 
ERA and struck out 37 batters over 23 innings. At the 
plate, he's hitting .370 with two home runs and 13 RBI in 
nine games. 

Old Colony 

Girls' lacrosse has displayed no signs of slowing 
down this season, improving to 6-0 with Monday's 16-3 
win over Upper Cape. 

Elana Sargent and Molly Lankowski each scored 
four goals for the Cougars, while also logging some 
assists, three and one, respectively. The Cougars (6-0) will 
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play in Abington on Wednesday. 

Boys' lacrosse didn't have the same luck against 
Upper Cape, losing 8-7 in the final seconds of the match. 
Tyler Bosse and Brad Plissey led Old Colony with two 
goals apiece. The Cougars (4-3) host Southeastern on 
Thursday. 

Softball has dealt with a few rainouts but was 
able to take care of Westport in their last game, cruising to 
an 18-5 win. With the win, Emily Littles improved to 4-2 
on the year, with her ERA now at 2.60. Littles has pitched 
35 innings for the Cougars this year and struck out 59, 
while only walking nine. 

Littles also continues to dominate the plate, now 
hitting .619 through Old Colony's six games. Katherine 
Kirby isn't far behind her, hitting .520 with a team-high 11 
RBI.

To the Citizens of Marion: 

There is currently a Citizen Petition, Article 36, 
to be presented at Town Meeting that proposes scrapping 
the entire Town House Renovation Plan and limiting 
Town House renovations to $200,000 per year. Mr. Ted 
North, the author, does not call it renovation but a 
''preserve and repair approach." I call it offering a Band- 
Aid to a hemophiliac. 

His proposal might have made sense in the 1970s, 
but decades without maintenance and upgrades to the 
Town House's systems need far more than what a limited 
budget of $200,000 per year can do. Further, the petition 
gives no financial commitment after the first year, so it is 
very possible that work could start but remain unfinished 
with no funding approval in subsequent years. 

With all the time, professional expertise, and 
financial expenditure the Town of Marion has committed 
to moving the Town House renovations forward over the 
past six years, this petition is an example of ignorance 
and folly. Mr. North can be applauded for attempting 
to save the Town money, but not like this. The Town's 
capacity to fund this project has already been approved 
by the Capital Planning and Improvement Committee 
and is well within its means to fund using standard debt 
financing. 

Mr. North and his compatriots either have no 
understanding or are ignoring the work needed to bring 
the Town House into compliance with State and local 
codes. To spread out major repairs over time cancels 
out all economies of scale of the Renovation Proposal 
and could easily double the total cost. For example, the 
most pressing issue, abatement of hazardous materials, 
would take at least three years to complete with the 
spending restriction of $200,000 per year. Is it fair for 
town employees to be working in a construction zone for 
three years? Mr. North claims that "business will go on as 
usual." Who is he kidding? 

There are electrical, plumbing, and waterproofing 
upgrades to be done, all of which require hiring outside 
contractors. None of these improvements will get 
completed without extending the project far into the 
future, well beyond the 18-month schedule of the Town 
House Renovation Proposal. 

There has been endless criticism of the amount 
spent to date on feasibility studies and design. These 
expenditures, including the study for a new building at 
the VFW site, reflect the townspeople's eagerness to create 
a code-compliant, accessible and efficient Town House. 

All were approved by the voters and were absolutely 
necessary to establish an accurate budget in order to 
renovate and keep the character and functions of the 
Village intact. Time and again at multiple public meetings.

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the consensus has been to invest in a renovated Town 
House. 

The logical and prudent course of action is to 
move forward with the Town House Renovation Plan 
as proposed, and get it done properly and in a timely 
manner.

Transformer, A documentary featuring Janae Marie 
Kroczaleski. Directed by Michael Del Monte. Running 
time: 78 minutes. No MPA A rating. In limited theatrical 
release soon. 

When a transgender person sets out to transition 
from male to female, it can be a great help if she has a 
small, slender body. Many transwomen, though, don't 
have such a body, and sometimes they are sufficiently 
discouraged from transitioning because they lack the 
physique that society deems "feminine." In the good- 
hearted documentary Transformer we meet Janae Marie 
Kroczaleski, named Matt at birth, a former Marine and 
erstwhile prize-winning powerlifting/bodybuilding 
competitor who has always felt female inside. Yet even 
after committing to facial feminization surgery, Janae 
doesn't feel right completely abandoning her ''guy side," 
the self who lifts and hangs out in sweaty gyms with two 
of her best guy friends, whom she considers brothers. 

Increasingly in the transgender community, 
particularly with the rise of younger generations, the 
notion of "passing" — being able to "go stealth" in 
one's preferred gender presentation without attracting 
unwelcome, bigoted, often violent notice — is becoming 
less desirable as a variety of body types in general have 
become more accepted. Janae will always be a large and 
muscular woman, and has made her peace with that as 
much as she can; in the past she has lost excessive weight 
to attain more of an hourglass figure, but she ended up 
miserable, so now she is combining a less bulky and "cut" 
version of her old body with softer clothes, makeup, 
wigs. Honestly, though, she comes across as much less 
masculine simply by no longer overcompensating, as 
many pre-transition transwomen do, thinking they 
can kill the feminine demon inside by drowning her in 
testosterone. 

Transformer takes Janae's emotional pulse 
as she goes through the usual barrage of feminizing 
therapies, meds and surgeries. Her story, by virtue of the 
physique she started with, is an exaggerated version of 
the struggles of most transfolks. Smoothly directed by 
Michael Del Monte, the film is on the brief side at under 
80 minutes, and sometimes details are shortchanged — 
we find out late in the game, for instance, that Janae has 
been fired from her job as a pharmacist, and she worries 
about how she'll now make a living, afford more surgery, 
and support her three sons (from her first marriage). The 



movie offers no reassurance about her financial future — 
it seems to forget about it — though according to reports 
outside the documentary she seems to be making her way 
as an entrepreneur and activist. What's more important to 
Del Monte is Janae's journey as a warrior on the bleeding 
edge of gender and its many received notions. 

Janae may stand as an inspiration to any 
transperson who for whatever reason looks in the mirror 
and doesn't see the gender they know they actually are. 
There's a nice scene in which Janae visits an event for 
trans lifters and chats with a female-to-male transman. 
They talk shop about the desire for "bottom surgery" the 
sort of final frontier of medical transition. This is not, to 
put it mildly the kind of conversation one normally hears 
in films, and is all the more fascinating for that, and all the 
more to be valued. With other people Janae stays honest 
but respectfully leaves them some room to process her 
struggle on their own. Her mother is shakily on board, her 
dad not so much; her teenage sons, informed at early ages 
of her status, are completely okay with it (they still call 
her Dad, though). 

Janae's sons, like many of their generation, give 
us some hope for a more open-minded future. Transformer 
in general shows us a world around Janae that more or 
less accepts her (which may be a result of consciously 
surrounding herself with positivity). As one of her sharp 
sons says, the biggest obstacle in her way has always 
been herself. These days Janae identifies as nonbinary or 
gender-fluid. She is an embodiment of the resistance to 
gender essentialism — the outmoded school of thought 
that says men and women have to be, act and look a 
certain way When Janae is being roughly encouraged by 
a fellow transwoman lifter ("Don't be a little bitch!"), we 
accept it as part of the culture that they insist on staying 
a part of while refusing to deny who they are. A lot of us, 
not just transgender, might learn a bit from these women 
yelling at each other profanely but supportively being 
completely their own persons. A good movie and a great 
story

The plot, drawn from the 800 letters written by 
the painter himself, leads us to the significant people and 
events in the time prior to his unexpected death. Every 
shot is painted just as Vincent himself painted.
